PRISONERS ON THE RUN 


TWOINMATESMAKEADARINGESCAPE-^ND 

ONEMAYHAVEAFORTUNESTASHEDAWAY

Minutes after being convicted of bank rob- 
bery last week, Joseph “Jose” Banks, the so- 
called Second Hand Bandit, warned the judge 
he’d have more to say later. 

“You’ll hear from me,” said Banks, who had 
repeatedly disrupted his trial with displays of 
defiance. 

On Tuesday just four days later, a wide- 
spread manhunt had been launched after 
Banks and a second inmate, Kenneth Conley 
rappelled down the side of a high-rise federal 
jail in the South Loop, scurrying some 15 floors 
to freedom on a rope made from bed sheets. 

The daring, carefully planned escape from 
the Metropolitan Correctional Center by the 
cellmates shocked federal law enforcement 
officials who late Tuesday still were scram- 
bling to find two violent bank robbers on a 
desperate run. 

The hulking jail, with its narrow slits for 
windows, has defied escape attempts. This 


marked only the second successful one and 
the first in almost three decades. 

The two escapees made for memorable 
bank robbers— Banks for his goofy disguises 
and Conley for the dapper suit he wore during 
his lone heist. 

Banks and Conley were present for a 
10 p.m. check Monday, but by 7 a.m., MCC 
employees arriving for work saw the crudely 
wrapped rope dangling on the south side of 
the building, still swinging in the wind. 

Guards found the window in their cell bro- 
ken and the makeshift rope tied to its bars, 
federal authorities revealed late Tuesday in 
filing escape charges against the pair. Numer- 
ous articles of clothing and sheets were piled 
under a blanket in both their beds to make it 
appear they were asleep for the standard over- 
night bed checks. 

In addition, authorities found metal bars 
from the window in a mattress as well as fake 
bars in the ceU, suggesting the two had gone 


to some lengths to cover their tracks as they 
prepared their escape. 

The jail, located at 71 W Van Buren St., was 
placed on lockdown after the jailbreak and visits 
with inmates were canceled, according to sev- 
eral criminal-defense attorneys who planned to 
meet with clients. The facility which is oper- 
ated by the U.S. Bureau of Prisons, opened in 
1975 and houses about 700 inmates. 

Conley and Banks last were seen in subur- 
ban Tinley Park and are believed to be togeth- 
er. Banks, 37, was described as black, 5 feet 
8 inches tall and weighing 160 pounds, while 
Conley, 38, is white, 6 feet and 185 pounds. 

Banks could have as much as $500,000 
stashed away according to testimony at his 
trial. He stole a combined $589,000 in two 
robberies, but only about $80,000 had been 
recovered or accounted for through Banks’ 
purchases, prosecutors said. 

The FBI called Banks one of the most pro- 
lific bank robbers in Chicago history, saying 
at the time of his arrest in 2008 that he was 
suspected in some 20 heists. However, he was 
charged in only two bank robberies and two 
attempted holdups. A jury convicted him on 



MOW’D THEY DO IT? 

Exactly how Banks and Conley slipped 
through a window just 5 inches wide was 
not immediately clear. “You’ve got to be a 
contortionist to pull that one off,” said Scott 
Fawell, a top aide of convicted former Gov. 
George Ryan who himself spent about 
eight months at the MCC for corruption. 
However, one law enforcement source said 
Banks and Conley may have removed a 
cinder block from beneath the window to 
make a bigger opening to slip out.

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NRA breaks silence, 
says it wants to help

WASHINGTON The National 
Rifle Association said Tuesday 
it wanted to contribute meaningfully 
to prevent another massacre like the 
Connecticut shooting, suggesting a 
sharp change in tone for the largest 
U.S. gun rights group. 

“The National Rifle Association of 
America is made up of four million 
moms and dads, sons and daughters— 
and we were shocked, saddened and 
heartbroken by the news of the horrif- 
ic and senseless murders in Newtown,” 
the organization said in a statement. 

It said it plans to conduct a news 
conference Friday after staying silent 
as a matter of common decency and 
out of respect for families in New- 
town, Conn., where a gunman killed 
20 children and six adults at a school 
last week. 

“The NRA is prepared to offer 
meaningful contributions to help 
make sure this never happens again,” 
the statement said. An NRA spokes- 
man did not immediately respond 
when asked to elaborate on what the 
contributions might entail. 

The NRA is one of the country’s 


most powerful lobbying groups, partly 
because of its large and active member- 
ship. It uses political pressure against 
individual lawmakers in Congress and 
in state legislatures to press for loosen- 
ing restrictions on gun sales and own- 
ership across the U.S. while promoting 
hunting and gun sports. 

For decades, the NRA has opposed 
almost all new gun control laws and 
regulations at national and state levels. 

Its leadership considers the right to 


own firearms an essential American 
freedom, spelled out in the Second 
Amendment of the Constitution and 
reinforced in a 2008 decision by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

After the killing spree in Con- 
necticut, the NRA has come under 
enormous pressure, some of it from 
pro-gun lawmakers allied with the as- 
sociation, including West Virginia Sen. 
Joe Manchin, a Democrat and lifetime 
NRA member.

Jenny Westerkamp 


Position: senior sports nutritionist for 
SportFuel Inc., a consulting firm that works 
with the Blackhawks 

Athletes want to be at the top of their 
game. 

So eating right is just “another competi- 
tive edge,” Westerkamp said. 

Her job as nutritionist for the Rock- 
ford IceHogs, the Blackhawks’ American 
Hockey League affiliate, and Hawks pros- 
pects is to gather information about their 
diets, their goals and their food sensitivity 
or digestion issues, and then recommend a 
customized meal plan. 

She has helped athletes with grocery 


shopping, and is on call in case a player 
texts her asking for advice— on a restau- 
rant menu, for example. 

Nutrition is like training, Westerkamp 
said. She tells athletes that if they spend 15 
minutes in the rink working on a skill, they 
should get up 15 minutes earlier to have a 
high-quality breakfast— and not the cereal 
that turns milk a different color. 

“Nutrition can make a good athlete 
great or a great athlete good,” she said. 
“You can’t out-train a poor diet.” 

It can be challenging to persuade them 
that nutrition can change how they feel 
because they want quick results when it 
takes a few months to feel the benefits, 
she said. 



Clint Reif 


Position: assistant equipment manager for 
the Blackhawks 

The locker room is Reif’s office. 

Players go to him if they need clean 
jerseys and helmets, sharpened skates or 
shortened or taped sticks. 

Reif knows the players’ idiosyncrasies. 
Marian Hossa is detail-oriented. Duncan 
Keith is meticulous. Patrick Kane just 
wants to come in and play hockey Jonathan 
Toews is good to go as long as his skates are 
sharp and there are a couple of sticks on the 
wall. 


“The best way to put it is, we’re kind of in 
control of everything you see that is on the 
player come game time and practice,” Reif 
said. “If we weren’t there, the player would 
go on the ice naked.” 

He knows the athletes are the stars at the 
United Center, but he feels like he’s part of 
the team. 

He even has a championship ring and his 
name etched on the Stanley Cup to prove 
it. 

“To be able to wake up every day and live 
out the dream I had as a little kid— maybe 
not the way I envisioned it, but to be a part 
of it— is still pretty cool,” Reif said.

The wall in Klein’s downtown office is 
covered with 15 jerseys, representing the 
deals he’s closed. 

His first sports deal was a player contract 
for White Sox backup catcher Ron Kar- 
kovice in 1995. Since then, he’s negotiated 
the US. Cellular Field naming rights deal, 
crafted deals to broadcast Bulls and White 
Sox games and worked on the Fire’s jersey 
sponsorship deal. Recently he represented 
the sellers of the St. Louis Blues and the 
buyers of the Golden State Warriors. 

Sure, Klein can call a team owner from 
his iPhone. Sure, he’s been privy to con- 
versations over dinner with Jerry Rein- 
sdorf and the late Bill Wirtz.

The 6 -foot- 6, 275-pound player can’t exactly buy 
clothes off the rack. Much of his wardrobe must be 
custom-made and tailored for his body That’s where 
Briscoe comes in to help him look his best. 

“He’s really preparing for his life after football,” she 
said. “Your image is important. {If} you walk into a busi- 
ness meeting and you want to close a deal, what you’re 
wearing matters.” 

Briscoe puts together Idonije’s outfits for special 
events in Chicago, such as Fashion’s Night Out or Com- 
mon’s foundation gala.

Leahy’s job. 

She trims ingrown nails, shaves callus- 
es and drains blisters for soccer players. 

“Soccer is really hard on the feet. 
There certainly are routine foot prob- 
lems that soccer players get,” she said. 

Leahy’s share of injuries as a runner- 
starting with stress fractures at age 14— 
inspired her to become a podiatrist, so 
she can relate to athletes who struggle to 
play through injuries or get back on the 
field before they’re ready and healed. 

“I’ve definitely made some pretty poor 
decisions through running that if I had 
taken a week or two off in the beginning 
it would have saved me several months 
of heartache down the line,” she said. 

Leahy said there’s no downside to the 
job and working with top athletes. 

“It’s nice to be around people of that 
caliber and athleticism,” she said.

Madonna leads

While this year’s pop charts have been domi- 
nated by young singers, it is veteran music 
stars, led by Madonna, who are commanding 
big money in tour ticket sales, according to a 
new Billboard list released Tuesday 

Madonna, 54, topped Billboard’s list of 
highest-grossing live tours, earning an esti- 
mated $228.4 million in ticket sales from her 
sold-out ninth worldwide tour in support of 
her 1 2th studio album “MDNA.” 

The singer will wrap her tour in South 
America this weekend, after performing more 
than 80 shows across the world starting in Is- 
rael in May 

Madonna came in ahead of pop star Lady 
Gaga, who landed at No. 6, with ticket sales 
of $124.9 million from her worldwide “Born 
This Way Ball” tour. Gaga, 26, is currently 
midway through her tour, which kicked off in 
South Korea in April, and will wrap in Okla- 
homa in March 2013. 

Music publication Billboard compiled its 
list through estimated gross ticket sales fig- 
ures from Billboard box scores, which track 


concert tours, ticket prices and sales. 

The top five highest-grossing tours of 2012 
included Bruce Springsteen, 63, and the E 
Street Band at No. 2 with $199 million from 
72 shows and Pink Floyd’s Roger Waters, 69, 
at No. 3 with $186 million. 

Cirque Du Soleil’s homage to late singer 
Michael Jackson in “The Immortal World 
Tour” ranked No. 4 with $147.3 million over 
183 shows, and British rock band Coldplay 
was fifth with $147.2 million over 67 shows. 

The only other young stars in the list of 25 
top-grossing tours were Canadian pop star 
Justin Bieber, 18, at No. 20 with $30 million 
from 29 shows as part of his ongoing “Believe” 
tour, and country-pop darling Taylor Swift, 23, 
who raked in $26 million from 21 shows from 
her “Speak Now World Tour.” 

Last year. Swift ranked No. 5 on Billboard’s 
list with an estimated $97 million in ticket 
sales from her “Speak Now World Tour,” while 
Bieber came in at No. 15 with $44 million. 

Swift will embark on her third worldwide 
concert tour in support of her studio album 
“Red” in March 2013.

Evanston favorite 
Edzo’s Burger Shop 
lands In Lincoln Park 


As a fearless seeker 
of fine burgers, The 
Great Burgerelli 
makes a concerted 
effort to stay attuned 
to what local burger 
lovers are buzzing 
about. It is for that 
reason that I can 
say with certainty 
that one of the most 
talked-about burgers 
in Chicagoland is 
Edzo’s Burger Shop. 
Because Edzo’s is 
located in the north 
suburb of Evanston and my professional 
burger adventures are focused on Chicago 
proper— technicalities, technicalities— it is 
an unfortunate truth that I have not had the 
opportunity to dine there. I know I am not 
alone, as many fellow Chicagoans also found 
that Edzo’s early closing time of 4 p.m. made 
paying the shop a visit most inconvenient. 

Until now, that is. As if a holiday gift from 
the oh-so-gracious burger gods, a Chicago lo- 
cation of Edzo’s Burger Shop, complete with 
awnings a bright shade of mustard, opened in 
Lincoln Park last week. After hearing repeat 
praise for Edzo’s burgers, fries and milk- 
shakes, I prepared myself to sample all three. 

The burger: Eew establishments have the 
time, capacity or desire to grind beef on-site, 
but Edzo’s is one of those rare few Craving a 
bit more sustenance than the single four- 
ounce griddled burger ($3.89), I chose the 
double ($5.89) and was rewarded with two 
sizzling patties, both with the tell-tale ruffled 
edge that results from a thorough spatula

press on a hot griddle. One can upgrade 
one’s choice of meat to all-natural beef from 
Slagel Eamily Earm or grass-fed beef from Qy 
Ranch, both in Illinois, for an upcharge of $2 
or $3 per patty respectively I found the basic 
ground chuck to be juicy and flavorful, with 
a bit of pink still lingering in the center. I 
imagine that only the most monstrous of ap- 
petites would need to resort to ordering the 
triple burger ($8.09). Reportedly Edzo’s orig- 
inal location serves an 8 -ounce charburger 
in addition to its

stackable griddled 
burgers; however, 
that shall remain 
a thing of burger 
lore as far as I 
am concerned, as 
only the griddled 
burgers are sold 
here (due to lack 

of space for a char grill, I am told).

The bun: This flaky flufly bun provides a 
splendid bread- to-burger ratio— it is not too 
thin, nor too thick— but after a half dozen or 
so bites, the bottom bun began to develop a 
number of cracks. As the structural integ- 
rity of the lower bun continued to worsen, 
my only choice for salvation was to flip the 
burger over and support the weight using the 
top bun, which was still very much intact. 


The fixings: If you order your burger with 
“everything,” you will receive ketchup, 
mustard, pickle and onion. The absence of 






the traditional lettuce leaf and tomato slice 
could be considered sacrilege in the Burger- 
elli household; however, once distracted 
by the crunchy pickle chips and ample 
cheddar cheese cascading off the 
patt/s edge (75 cents extra), I 
did not find myself missing 
them much. I later found 
that, though they are 
not listed on the menu, 
tomato, lettuce or 
grilled onion can be 
added for no addi- 
tional charge. Garlic 
butter, giardiniera or 
jalapenos are on hand 
for 50 cents, while ba- 
con, mushrooms or fried 
egg cost $1. 

The fries: The choice is not 
whether you should order Edzo’s splen- 
didly crispy fries — the answer to “would you 
would like fries with that?” should always 
be “Yes”— but rather what kind of fries to 
order. There are cheese fries ($3.79) laden 
with rich, thick Merkt’s cheddar, or the 
truffle fries ($5.49) sprinkled with parmesan 
and truffle salt. Then there are the Taylor 
Street Fries with sweet peppers, giardiniera 
and Italian beef gravy ($4.69) and the Angry 
Fries ($4.29), with buffalo sauce, jalapenos, 
giardiniera and sriracha. I also must make 
mention of the twice-fried Old Fries ($3.49), 
which are a must for those who prefer their 
fries crispy 


e fine folks at Fdzo’s do have 
a sense of humor, as evidenced by the refer- 
ence to one of my favorite burger movies, 
“Pulp Fiction,” on the milkshake menu, 
which advertises The Five Dollar 
Milkshake for $4. Tradi- 
tional flavors include 
vanilla, strawberry and 
chocolate, although 
the case of Nutella 
stowed beneath 
the shake station 
suggested that 
flavor was also quite 
popular. Seasonal 
flavors, such as the 
salted caramel shake 
I tried, actually do cost 
$5; I was satisfied with 
the flavor (rich), texture 
(thick, but not overwhelmingly 
so) and the volume (one paper cup plus 
leftovers served in the soda fountain-style 
metal cup). 

The bottom line: My dear Fdzo’s, what took 
you so long? Quibbles about the bun aside, 

I found this to be a decent burger indeed. If 
management decides to extend Fdzo’s hours 
to 8 p.m. —which has been talked about but 
is not set in stone— at some point in the fu- 
ture, I expect it will be embraced even more 
fully by Chicago’s burger lovers.

Jessica Lange has gone stark raving mad. 

It’s not as if she hasn’t danced on the edge 
of insanity before, most notably in the film 
“Frances” and the Tennessee Williams drama 
“A Streetcar Named Desire.” But these days 
the 63 -year-old actress is fully embracing her 
inner maniac, a move that’s paid off with two 
Emmy wins: first for the sweetly delusional 
Big Edie in HBO’s “Grey Gardens” and then 
as master manipulator Constance in the first 
season of FX’s ‘American Horror Story” 

She’s back for more “Horror,” this time 
as a sadistic, misguided nun who becomes a 
patient in the asylum she runs. It’s all part of 
the Oscar-winning actress’ ongoing desire to 
find characters struggling with both off-kilter 
mental states and loneliness. 

“It’s a potent combination to play” Lange 
said recently during a break from shooting 
the series. “There’s nothing that appeals to 
me more than playing madness, and that I do 
know how to dip into.” 

In the past, aging actresses such as Bette 
Davis and Joan Crawford made the transition 
from glamorous star to off-the-rails monster, 
but their attempts often veered into camp. 
Lange, on the other hand, is doing some of 
the finest, most delicate work of her career, 
bringing to life damaged characters whom 
you feel sympathy for, even as they’re stealing 


neighbor’s babies or delivering electroshock 
treatment to innocent reporters. 

“Obviously your days as a leading lady are 
limited. You have that one little window of 
time from your mid-20s to your mid-40s,” 
she said. “I supposed you could define the 
parts that come your way afterwards as char- 
acters and you become a character actor. But 
I always felt from the beginning that I was a 
character actress.” 

Lange seems quite content to call TV a 
home as well, having already signed up for a 
third season of “Horror.” Co-creator Ryan 
Murphy has made Lange a creative partner, 
first for her career. Murphy is pushing Lange 
like she’s never been pushed before, which is 
just fine with her. 

“I feel at this point, I can take any chance 
I want and go as far as I want, because judg- 
ment doesn’t matter to me anymore,” she 
said. “In the beginning it does matter, the 
slings and arrows and the ‘Oh, my God. They 
said that really?’ Now the only thing that I 
care about is: Is it thrilling? Am I doing some- 
thing I haven’t done before? Have I found 
some vein of truth? 

“It’s a different way of working, I guess. I 
don’t know if it has much to do with age, or 
with how long I’ve been doing this.” 

‘American Horror Story: Asylum” resumes 
its season at 9 p.m. Jan. 2 on FX.
